(1)  (U)  During  the  reporting  period  the  headquarters  printed 
355fO$6yOOO  leaflets.  New  records  were  again  established  for  io.allets 
printed  in  one  da}'«  one  week  and  one  month.  Records  were  also  made  for 
nuMber  of  Impressions  printed  during  equivalent  {leriods.  Twenty-two  mil  Lion 
leaflets  were  packed  In  265  M129E1  leaflet  bombs  for  dissemination  In  North 
Vietnam  and  349«6t7f000  leaflets  were  shipped  to  the  P8YUF  companies.  In 
addition!  46(^5  roams  of  paper  were  shipped  to  the  PSYOP  compar  les. 

(2)  (U)  Work  continues  on  the  project  of  obtaining  commer¬ 
cially  produced  entertainment  films.  On  18  October  a  reouest  on  this  matter 
was  forwardsd  to  CINCl'AC  stating  the  need  for  these  films  in  supiiort  of  the 
ir’SXUF  effort. 


(3)  (C)  Forty-five  percent  of  the  exiierlmental  surface  ship¬ 

ment  of  leaflets  ordered  in  July  arrived  in  Vietnam  in  early  October.  Five 
parcent  of  the  order  was  cancelled  and  the  remaining  50!t  was  delivered  by 
air.  The  50f(  air  delivery  was  a  result  of  an  inability  to  meet  the  required 
delivery  dates  on  the  original  leaflet  order.  This  was  a  valuable  lesson 
in  that  it  proved  that  off-shore  printing  facilities  require  a  mlnimuta  of 
45  days  lead  time  for  surface  delivery.  Thirty-six  million  leaflets  mrti 
ordered  In  October  for  surface  delivery  during  December.  Future  plans  are 
to  increase  the  surface  shipment  requii^roente  until  at  least  of  the 
leaflets  printed  off-shore  are  scheduled  for  surface  carrier.

(4)  (U)  Nbnthly  fr^entarr  leaflet  ordere  continued  to  be 

ppepdred  for  the  fRAlRZC  QOAT  (FACT  sheet;  Campaign  for  NVN  and  the  WA 
DinLTKATOS  Cmpaign.  The  FRANTIC  QOAT  (PACT  SHEET)  Campaign  ordere  were 
for  an  average  of  75  nil^on  leaflets  eaeh  month,  an  increase  of  15  million 
ovir  the  last  reporting  period.  The  NVA  INPILTiiATOR  Canqoalgn  order  was 
inoreaeed  by  an  average  of  3  million  to  a  total  of  20  million  leaflets  eaeh 
month.  It  is  antiolpated  that  both  of  these  orders  will  continue  to  in- 
erease  in  volume  during  the  forthcoming  reporting  period. 


(5)  (U)  Progress  continued  in  the  improvement  of  quality 

oontrol.  New  procedures  have  been  introduced  to  insure  closer  scrutiny  of 
all  printing  pi^uotlon.  Such  factors  as  poor  layout,  inadequats  artwork 
and  poor  selection  of  text  are  being  evaluated  and,  where  necessary,  re¬ 
turned  to  the  requesting  agency  for  oorrecblon. 


(6)  (U)  In  the  process  of  improving  the  old  printing  site, 
it  was  discovered  that  the  facility  was  located  on  a  deserted  French  ammu¬ 
nition  diaqa.  Therefore,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  move  from  this  area. 
The  faelUty  was  moved  to  the  location  of  the  new  battalion  headquarters 
compound  which  has  permitted  closer  supervision  and  has  reduced  oommunlca- 
tlona  problems. 

(7)  (U)  Quick  reaction  leaflets  were  produced  in  support  of 
IFFV,  IBFF,  JUSPAO  and  HACV. 


(8)  (C)  Information  was  received  that  the  491  spaces  requested 

in  the  revised  6th  PSIOP  Battalion  MTC^,  mentioned  in  the  last  report,  had 
been  approved.  This  headquarters  is  now  awaiting  Qroup  activation  instruc¬ 
tion. 


(9)  (C)  Seven  Audio-Visual  (HE)  Teams  arrived  on  29  July  1967 
as  separate  detaclnents  and  two  were  deployed  to  the  244th  Company,  three 
to  the  245th  ConqMuqr  and  two  to  the  246th  Cem^ny.  These  teams,  which  will 
siqpplenent  the  presently  authorised  sixteen  HE  Teams,  will  assist  in  pro- 
vl^ng  the  stqjport  required  by  the  Free  World  Military  Armed  Forces  (FWKAF) 
in  Vietnam.  The  seven  detachments  will  be  de-activated  and  the  teams  will 
be  part  of  the  Group  HTOE.

(U)  (C)  In  an  effort  to  expedite  the  loading  of  N129E1  leaf- 
let  bonbSf  this  headquarters  reqiuested  the  7th  Air  Fores  to  mom  the  bosA> 
loading  operation  froa  Blen  Hoe  Air  Base  to  Tan  Son  Amt  Air  Base*  A  suit¬ 
able  iMation  has  been  provided  in  the  Tan  Son  Mhut  aaeunition  storage  area. 

Zt  is  antio^ated  that  the  aoTs  will  be  eosqpleted  about  the  first  of  Decem¬ 
ber.

(13)  (D)  At  the  present  tine  there  is  no  established  system 
for  eoUeeting  and  evaluating  PSTOP  infonaation  from  officers  serving  in 
PSTOP  assignaents  in  Vietnma.

(14)  (C)  The  246th  PSYOP  Company  provided  support  during 
Operation  DOl  MOI,  oonaletlng  mainly  of  "quick  reaction"  leaflets.  Addl- 
tlonally«  about  78  million  leaflets  were  printed  by  the  Battalion  Head¬ 
quarters  printing  plant  during  the  period  25  Septeniber  to  29  October*  An 
additional  45  million  leaflets  were  also  provided  by  off-shore  facilities. 

(15}  (U)  Eight  Modular  Audio-Visual  Units  (KAVU)>  (OitU.  dated 

19  Miay  1967) >  were  received  on  3  October  1967*  These  will  be  tested  for 
six  months  by  psychological  operations  units  In  each  corps  area.  Users 
were  furnished  a  questionnaire  as  a  guide  In  preparing  an  evaluation  rer)C>rt. 
Included  idth  the  questionnaire  was  an  after  action  operations  repoi't  fornat 
to  be  consisted  after  each  use  of  the  HAVU  on  an  operation.  A  two  day  class 
on  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  HAVU  was  conducted  at  Battalion 
Headquarters  on  the  13th  and  14th  of  October  for  representatives  from  oach 
tactical  company.  In  turn,  these  representatives  taxi^t  personnel  in  their 
respective  units  to  operate  the  equipment. 

(16)  (U)  The  pictorial  representation  of  PSXOP  in  Vietivun, 

(OhUL  dated  15  October  1967),  which  was  photographed  using  35nini  slides,  is 
nearing  completion  and  should  be  available  within  the  next  60  days.  Of 
approximately  300  slides,  75  slides  were  selected.  In  order  to  have  the 
complete  PSYOP  story  In  Vietnam  it  will  be  necessary  to  include  three  more 
photographic  studies.  This  study  would  cover  PSYOP  in  support  of  rii'li)CAP, 
Cultural  Drama  Team  performing  before  live  audiences  and  POw/Chieu  Hoi 
Interrogations. 

e.  (U)  §4 

(1)  During  the  month  of  August,  the  battalion  received  noti¬ 
fication  from  Department  of  the  Army  that  use  of  the  Quick  Reacting  Procure¬ 
ment  system  would  be  severely  reduced  beginning  on  1  October  1967.  Supp  ly 
support  for  PSYOP  vdll  now  be  primarily  dependent  upon  the  ability  of  the 
IJXSTRIP  system  to  adequately  fill  requisitions  for  non-standard  equipment, 
supplies,  and  repair  parts.  In  order  to  effectively  Identify  PSYOP  villjS'I'idP 
requisitions.  Army  Materiel  Command  has  directed  that  the  project  code  "Qidi" 
will  be  included  on  all  applicable  requisitions.  Ideally,  this  project  code 
will  direct  all  QRR  requisitions  to  the  appropriate  NICP  in  the  United  States. 
To  date,  no  fills  have  been  received  on  ORK  reciuisltions.

(2)  In  an  attec^t  to  help  alleviate  the  critical  ream  paper 
problem  currently  existing  in  Vietnam^  14th  Inventory  Control  Center  has 
initiated  work  on  setting  up  a  contract  to  cut  roll  paper.  This  will  allow 
a  back-up  stock  to  be  established  and  should  eliminate  future  costly  air 
ehlpments  from  CONUS. 

2,  (U)  19th  PSYOP  Company  (Can  Tho) 

a.  (U)  During  the  reporting  period  217«522,500  leaflets  were 
disseminated  by  air  and  other  means.  Of  this  total  12,865^000  were  printed 
by  this  ecmpany*  Two  hundred-ten  hours  of  aerial  loudspeaker  messages  were 
broadcast. 


b.  (C)  The  19th  PSYOP  Company  continues  to  render  psychological 
operations  support  to  the  2nd  Brigade,  9th  Infantry  Division  (U.S.).  Psy¬ 
chological  operations  support  to  the  Riverine  force  of  this  Brigade,  initiated 
during  the  last  quarter  in  III  CTZ,  has  proven  extremely  successful. 

c.  (C)  This  unit  has  field  teams  supporting  all  three  of  the 
AitVN  Divisions  in  the  IV  CTZ.  They  are  tho  7th  Inf  Div  at  My  Tho,  the  9th 
Inf  Div  at  Sa  Dec  and  the  21st  Inf  Div  at  Bac  Lieu.  In  addition,  the  19th 
has  field  teams  attached  to  the  244th,  245th  and  246th  PSIOP  Companies. 

d.  (U)  River  operations  have  been  initiated  in  the  7th  Inf  Div 
(APkVN)  Division  Tactical  Area  utilizing  two  two-man  speaker  teams  and  a 
UHI-5  speaker  set  from  the  403rd  PSYOP  Company  (AKVN)  vdiich  are  mounted  on 
PBR»8  of  Task  Force  186,  (USN).  Operating  out  of  My  Tho,  the  PBii's  broad¬ 
cast  information  programs  to  civilian  river  traffic  by  d^  and  harass  known 
VC  units  by  night,  varying  movements  and  areas.  Information  gained  from  a 
Hoi  Chanh  who  rallied  because  of  the  broadcasts  indicates  that  VC  cadre  are 
furious  because  of  the  effectiveness  of  nl^t  boat  and  aircraft  broadcasts. 
These  Hoi  Chanh  were  used  to  record  messages  to  their  friends  which  were 
in  turn  played  back  by  the  PBR's. 

e.  (U)  Intelligence  activities  in  the  past  quait.er  have  confirmed 
findings  of  the  previous  reporting  period  with  the  notable  exception  of  the 
reasons  for  I'all^ng.  Interrogation  experts  indicate  that  the  most  effec¬ 
tive  appeal  among  50^  of  all  ralliere  appears  to  be  an  appeal  directed 
through  or  based  on  the  family.  Appeals  directed  toward  families  showing 
the  untenable  position  of  the  VC  and  the  havoc  vdilch  can  befall  them  have 
proven  most  effective. 
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f •  (C)  VG  propaganda  basad  on  distorted  claims  of  U.S*  >  lUiVt! 

and  allied  losses  has  proven  an  sffsetive  morals  builder  among  VC  ranks, 
as  wdl  as  influenoing  the  "neutral*  or  pro-govemnent  population. 

g.  (U)  A  new  safe  conduct  pass  printed  by  the  VC  is  being  found 
vdth  increasing  frequency  in  Dlnh  Tuong  Province.  No  feedback  is  yet 
available  on  this  pass. 

h.  (C)  A  general  expansion  and  revamping  of  facilities  has  resulted 
in  a  much  smoother  operation.  Snllsted  men  are  now  housed  in  separate  qivir- 
ters  and  there  has  been  a  general  in^ovement  of  the  older  operational 
facilities  and  officer  housing,  to  include  new  lights  and  fans  which  are 
powered  by  city  power.  The  sanitary  facilities  have  been  improved  by  the 
installation  of  a  pump.  Centralisation  of  the  supply  function  and  the 
building  of  PLL  bins  have  facilitated  supply  sv^port.  In  addition,  plans 

are  currently  being  made  for  the  renovation  of  a  newly  acquired  warehouse 
at  nearby  Binh  Thuy  Air  Base  to  house  the  printing  plant,  leaflet  warehouse, 
and  pre-fll^t  briefing  rooms. 

3.  (C)  244th  PSifOP  Coiiq;)any  (Da  Nang) 

a.  (C)  The  company  was  Involved  in  90  days  of  continuous  opera¬ 
tions.  There  was  one  modification  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  company,  to  wit: 
the  HE  Team  attached  to  the  Naval  Advisory  has  been  recalled  and  is 
presently  operating  out  of  the  ccn^pany  in'  si^port  of  1  st  i AidilV  units  in 
the  Da  Nang  area. 

b.  (U)  A  special  PBlOP  Orientation  was  conducted  for  10  members 
of  the  1  Corps  Karine  Landing  Force.  The  orientation  lasted  5  days  during 
«d)loh  the  meters  worked  with  various  sections  of  the  unit. 

c.  (U)  The  PSfOP  02-B  aircraft  has  now  been  utilized  for  three 
months.  Loudspeaker  time  has  increased  2%  thru  the  use  of  the  02-B.  It 
has  been  deteridned  that  best  results  in  broadcasting  can  be  obtained  when 
the  aircraft  flies  at  4«000  feet  altitude.  Lack  of  spare  parts  has  proven 

to  be  a  problem.  Of  the  8  02-B's  supporting  the  company,  only  6  are  norruilly 
operational  with  only  4  of  these  6  having  operational  speakers. 
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d.  (U)  A  total  of  three  PSXOP  Orientation  Courses  were  taught 
during  the  period.  Attendance  for  the  courses  has  decreased  since  the 
last  reporting  period  dropping  to  only  13  students  during  the  October 
class.  Student  critiques  oonfim  the  fact  that  the  course  now  covers  all 
of  the  facets  of  PSYOP  desired  by  the  students  and  finalization  of  course 
lesson  plans  is  underway. 

e.  (U)  The  Armed  Propaganda  Company  (APC),  xinder  direction  of 
the  244th  PSYO?  Companyf  eonducW  24  propaganda  missions  in  support  of 
Allied  and  AiiVN  operations.  The  following  results  are  given  In  conjunction 
with  the  activities  of  the  APC:

The  new  unclassified  format  has  uJ..  ?ady  permitted  gz-eaber 
ease  In  the  coordination  of  leaflet  requests.  The  new  Items  included  li^ive 
provided  closer  control  and  therefore  more  economical  use  of  the  printing 
resources. 


(U)  Item:  'lulck  Reaction  Leaflets 

Discussion: 

ninety-three  quick  reaction  leaflets  were  printed  by  the 
246th  PSYOP  Con^jany  in  support  of  Operation  "Doi  Mol”  for  a  total  of 
12,140,000.  A  majority  of  theee  leaflets  were  handwritten  messages  by 
ralllers  either  statiizg  that  they  had  been  treated  well,  or  appealing  to 
their  comrades  to  also  rally. 

Observation: 

a.  riandvirlbten  nessages  in  a  ralller's  own  words  have  a 
greater  potential  for  authenticity  than  an:^  other  kind  of  leaflet,  especial¬ 
ly  if  they  are  fullov:ed-un  by  subseciuent  leaflets  and  tapes  directed  at 
the  same  target. 
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bt  The  mechanical  problem  of  quickly  printing  hand  viritten 
messagee  was  circumvented  by  asking  the  rallle'r  to  \i4rite  his  message  on  a 
paper,  preeut  to  the  size  leaflet  which  would  eventually  bear  his  appeal. 

This  saved  several  time  consuming  steps  in  the  lay-up  of  each  of  the  leaf¬ 
lets  thus  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  quick  reaction  leaflet. 

c.  It  is  suggested  that  quick  reaction  leaflets  should-  Include 
in  their  appeal  the  reason  for  rallying  of  the  individual  writing  the  leaf¬ 
let  if  it  can  apply  to  other  members  of  the  same  unit.  General  leaflets 
concerning  good  treatment  at  the  Chieu  Hoi  Center  may  not  provide  the  needed 
lii9}etus  for  other  members  of  a  group  to  rally.  If  possible,  the  leaflet 
should  reference  specific  hardship,  disasters  or  defeats  experienced  by  the 
group  before  rallying.

(U)  Item:  Sector  PSYOF*  Coordination 
Discussion: 

Sector  PSYOP  personnel  in  IV  CT2S  have  coordinated  for 
PSYOP  support  from  the  19th  PSYOP  Company  directly  with  agencies  in  Saigon, 
such  as  JUSPAO  and  MACPD.  In  most  cases  the  coordination  was  too  general 
in  nature  to  be  of  real  use.  In  one  case  the  company  was  questioned  on  a 
problem  by  a  Sector  Advisor  in  IV  CT^  whom  MACPD  could  not  identify. 

Observation: 

In  order  to  provide  more  efficient  and  effective  PSYOP 
support  to  all  agencies  in  the  Delta,  the  19th  PSYOP  Con9>any  recommended 
the  following: 

a.  KACPD  communicate  with  G-3  IV  on  tactical  PSYCA’ 
support  (I9th  PSYOP  Conqpany)  and  Cords-PSYCP  Division  on  other  PSYOP  support. 

b.  That  Cords-PSYOP  Division  publish  a  letter  channel¬ 
izing  Sector  request  through  Cords-PSYOP  Division  for  reproduction  requests.

Discussion: 


PORT  has  been  utilized  once  to  date.  In  II  Field  Force 
Vietnam  Operation  DOI  hOI.  In  ^ration  DOI  MOI,  PORT  s:^orted  the  246th 
PSYOP  CoB^ny  In  Blen  Hoa  (III  CT4)*  In  the  Initial  stages  of  the  opera¬ 
tion,  Intelligence  feedback  was  very  sporadic  In  rea'^^hlng  the  PORT  analyst. 
The  FORT  analyst  must  have  a  data  base  upon  which  to  found  his  assessment 
of  the  situation. 


Observation: 

Initially,  the  PORT  analyst  shoidd  rcmialn  at  battalion 
headquarters,  or  In  the  nearest  area  where  research  files  are  located.  In 
order  to  conduct  background  research  on  the  specific  area  in  which  the 
supported  activity  Is  taking  place  (utilizing  information  down  to  hamlet 
level.

Tb  prevent  such  misuse  and 
to  fsln  maxLmtm  effectiveness  of  an  APT  member ,  an  American  advisor  should 
aooempany  APT  missionsf  or  at  least  give  a  detailed  briefing  to  the  unit

1.  (U)  Recommend  that  future  versions  of  the  TOK  33*500  serios 
Include  one  35mm  camera  in  the  equipment  for  each  Avidio  Visual  Teem  (HE). 
Tlie  35mni  camera  would  pexmit  the  35m  slide  projector  orgardc  to  the  HE 
team  to  be  more  effectively  used.  Slide  shows  '>dth  related  propaganda 
mesaages  could  prove  to  be  an  eoceellent  technique  of  influencing  target 
audiences.  The  camera  selected  should  have  a  built-in  li£^t  meter  coupled 
to  the  film  speed  setting.  It  should  also  include  a  built-in  range  finder. 

2.  (U)  Aviation  Siqpport 

a.  Recommend  that  aviation  detachments  be  nuule  organic  to  PSYOP 
groups j  separate  PSYOP  battalions  or  separate  PSfOP  companies.  This  would 
provide  a  capability  of  providing  immediate  peychologieal  operations  sup¬ 
port  to  requesting  units.  It  Mould  provide  a  means  cf  Inmedlately  ex¬ 
ploiting  situations  as  they  occur;  of  monitoring  psychological  operations 
programs  throughout  the  area  of  responsibility  thereby  maintaining  a  con- 
slstant  and  controlled  effort;  and  of  providing  Inaediate  loglsticnl  su3>- 
port  to  requesting  detachments  and  units* 
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b.  Raoonnend  that  interim  measures  be  taken  by  placing  US  Army 
alroraft  In  support  of  the  battalion  headquarters  and  the  tactical  PSfOiP 
oonpanies  on  a  dalljr  basis. 

0.  The  personal  liaison  xhleh  proved  so  satisfactory  in  Opera¬ 
tion  DOI  NOI  eas  made  possible  by  the  support  of  one  UH-1D  helicopter  each 

day.
